A MURDER inquiry has been launched following the 
disappearance of a father of two from east London. 

Neil Buchel, 39, of Braintree Road, in Dagenham, has 
been missing since Thursday, March 13 and police 
inquiries have raised concerns about the day he was last 
seen. 

Detectives said that Mr Buchel had been with a friend 
in Heath Park, Dagenham, and the pair had got involved 
in an argument with a group of men at about 3pm that 
day. 

Police were called to the scene and a 41-year-old man 
was arrested on suspicion of public order offences. He 
was subsequently issued with a penalty notice for disor¬ 
der. 

Detective Chief Inspector Chris Jones, who is leading 
the police inquiry, said: “We’re appealing for anyone 
who saw that earlier altercation or anyone who has infor¬ 
mation about may have happened to Neil to come for¬ 
ward and assist us with our enquiries.” 

Police confirmed that following the argument in the 
park, Mr Buchel and several other people returned to an 
address in Stansgate Road, which he frequently visited. 

But investigators said that he has since made no contact 
with his friends or family including his estranged partner 
and two daughters, which is totally out of character. 

Det Chief Insp Jones added: “We believe Neil has 
come to significant harm. It is highly unlikely he would 
not have contacted friends and family if he was still OK.” 

Detectives are urgently appealing for anyone one with

The three men 
have since been released on bail until the end of April.

Appeal to anglers after body part is found in lake 


DETECTIVES are appealing to anglers and 
fishermen for information after a suspect¬ 
ed body part was found in a lake in 
Dagenham on Monday. 

Police were called to White Hart Lakes, 
off Chase Road, shortly after 6pm after a 
member of the public reported an item 
seen floating in the water. 

The body part is believed to be a human 
leg although forensic analysis is ongoing. 

Detectives investigating the disappear¬ 
ance of Mr Buchel, are aware of the find 


and have informed his family of this devel¬ 
opment. 

Police said it was too early to confirm if 
the find is linked to the investigation. 

Detective Chief Inspector Chris Jones, of 
the homicide and major crime command, 
has appealed to local anglers and fisher¬ 
men for any information they might have 
about recent activity at the lakes. 

He said: "I would like to ask anybody 
who has used the lakes over recent 
weeks whether they have noticed any 


unusual or suspicious activity. 

"Have you seen anybody putting some¬ 
thing into the water? Have you noticed 
anybody who you have not seen there 
before? Any information, no matter how 
trivial you may think it to be, could be cru¬ 
cial to establishing what happened and I 
would urge you to speak with my team."

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Mark Davis who has escaped from police custody and remains on the run 

Man escapes custody 


POLICE are appealing for help 
to track down a man who 
escaped from police custody on 
Monday. 

Mark Davis, 26, was arrested 
by Essex Police in connection 
with a burglary in Dagenham on 
Tuesday, February 25 and was 
taken into custody at Fresh 
Wharf, in Barking, on Saturday. 

While in custody Davis 
claimed to be suffering from 
stomach pain and was taken to 


Newham Hospital as a precau¬ 
tion. As he left the hospital 
Davis escaped his police guard 
and fled the scene. 

Police have confirmed that 
Davis, who is known to have 
links to Basildon, was not hand¬ 
cuffed. 

They said Davis is not 
believed to be a danger to the 
community but urge the public 
to dial 999. 

Anyone who knows the 


whereabouts of Mark Davis 
should contact Barking and 
Dagenham Police immediately 
by dialling 999 or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555 111. 

A police spokeswoman said 
the Directorate of Professional 
Standards has been informed 
and that a local investigation is 
taking place into the circum¬ 
stances in which Davis fled from 
custody.

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Traffic wardens to get body cameras after threats and violence from drivers 


TRAFFIC wardens are set to wear body cam¬ 
eras when out on patrol in the borough. 

Barking and Dagenham Council has 
announced that its civil enforcement officers 
will use the cameras to record people when they 
are being issued penalty charge notices. 

The controversial move was agreed following 
13 reported incidents of violence and threaten¬ 
ing behaviour towards the council’s traffic war¬ 
dens in the last three months. 


Councillor Jeanne Alexander, cabinet member 
for crime, justice and communities, said: “The 
council has a zero-tolerance policy against 
abuse of our staff and their safety is a priority. 
Any form of abuse is unacceptable.” 

The body cameras will be worn by traffic war¬ 
dens as part of their uniforms and the record¬ 
ings will provide additional evidence of any 
parking contraventions, if needed. 

The council insisted the cameras will not be 


used for covert operations and that they will 
simply offer protection for staff if a motorist 
becomes abusive or even violent. 

Cllr Alexander added: “The body cameras 
will give officers the evidence first-hand and 
the use of this equipment also sends out a clear 
message that we take this issue seriously and 
will not hesitate to bring people to book for 
abusing our employees.” 

The cameras are waterproof so can be used in 


all weather conditions and low light levels. 

Footage will not replace the use of written 
notes as evidence and the absence of a record¬ 
ing does not make a penalty charge notice 
invalid or incorrect, officers pointed out. 

The council said recordings will be stored in a 
‘safe and secure’ environment and data will 
only be kept while ‘relevant’ to an incident or 
appeal. A number of police forces have recently 
been piloting the use of body cameras.

Hostel helping young people needs 
new premises after lease runs out

A HOSTEL for young homeless 
people in Waltham Forest is urgent¬ 
ly looking for new premises. 

The Stonelea Hostel, in Leyton, 
which is run by Forest YMCA, is 
closing its doors after three years as 
its lease with the North East London 
NHS Foundation Trust (NELFT) 
officially ended on Monday. 

The hostel says it needs to find 
new premises to accommodate 
youngsters who have made the tran¬ 
sition from supported housing at the 
main hostel in Forest Road to pre¬ 


pare for life in the outside world. 

Timothy Pain, Forest YMCA chief 
executive, said: “We work closely 
with our residents to ensure that 
they are emotionally, socially and 
financially prepared for indepen¬ 
dence. It is vital for our young peo¬ 
ple to be able to live in off-site 
accommodation in this transitional 
stage of their lives.” 

Forest YMCA is looking to rent a 
minimum of six houses, particularly 
in the Leyton area with leases 
between three and five years. 

The charity would especially like 
to find a commercial or residential 
property that would house half or all

of the 24 residents who have been 
living at Stonelea Hostel. 

The charity has helped more than 
130 young homeless people in the 
borough in the past three years. 

Heather Barrow, head of resident 
support and accommodation, said: 
“I am deeply saddened to be clos¬ 
ing Stonelea but I’m certain that 
the memories and great success 
stories we’ve had in the past three 
years will live on. I would like to 
thank staff for all their hard work in 
the past three years.” 

For many residents, their time at 
Stonelea Hostel has been life¬ 
changing with people achieving 
their goals and making the transi¬ 
tion to permanent housing, full¬ 
time education, work or training. 


Forest YMCA provides support 
and accommodation to vulnerable, 
young homeless people between 
the ages of 16 and 30 at sites across 
Waltham Forest. Many of those 
young people who have used the 
facilities have experienced abuse, 
addiction, mental health problems 
and extreme poverty. 

The charity, which provides ser¬ 
vices to the community including 
childcare, youth clubs and gym 
membership, supported 550 people 
and helped 468 residents into edu¬ 
cation and training last year.

Dr Adam 
Chesters, of Essex 
and Herts Air 
Ambulance Trust, 
said: “Deploying a 
car-based team is an 
exciting evolution... 
allowing us to provide 
an advanced car even 
when the helicopter is 
not available.” 

Trust bosses said 
the response cars will 
carry full life-saving 
equipment and 

drugs - exactly like 
the helicopters - 
allowing them to con¬ 
tinue to offer the 
‘most advanced 
emergency depart¬ 
ment level of care’ at 
the scene. Unlike the 
helicopters, the cars 
are not weather- 
dependent, giving 
advanced care to 
patients whatever the 
weather or time of 
day, says the trust. 

The difference 
between a regular 
land ambulance and 
the response cars is 
that a doctor would 
always be on board, 
as well as a para¬ 
medic team. The doc¬ 
tor will be able to 
administer effective 
painkillers as only 
doctors have a licence 
to give out heavy- 
duty medication. 

Deputy clinical 
manager for the pro¬ 
ject Ben Myer said: 
“The process of car 
selection started more 
than a year ago and 
has involved an 
extensive trial period. 
The cars had to be 
safe, have storage 
space for medical 
equipment, security, 
comfort, responsive¬ 
ness and handling. 

“The charity pur¬ 
chased two Vauxhall 
Insignias fitted with 
blue lights and 
bespoke livery.” 

The 999 service 
will be given on a pri¬ 
ority basis by staff at 
Broomfield call cen¬ 
tre near Chelmsford, 
deciding whether or 
not to send the rapid- 
response car with the 
doctor on board 
instead of the tradi¬ 
tional ambulance. 

The cars could be 
rolled out to cover 
more evenings in the 
week. The trust said it 
had been a long-held 
goal to provide the 
same level of care as 
in daylight hours 
when the helicopters 
are operational.

AGE-OLD PROBLEM: Elderly drivers can be a danger on the roads as their skills diminish, 
but a road safety group has found that some are actually giving up their keys too soon 


by Mike Torpey 


A POLL shows 42 per cent of people are 
worried about an elderly relative driving but 
are unlikely to do anything about it. 

Even so, some older divers are giving up 
their keys too early, the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (1AM) has found. 

Road safety charity the I AM and survey 
company Vision Critical polled 1,297 people. 

They discovered that while concern about 
elderly drivers is evident, acting on those 
worries is another issue. 

And when elderly relatives are spoken to 
about their driving, it doesn’t always go 
down well: of those who did this, nearly half 
of respondents - 47 per cent - were met 
with a negative reaction. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: 
“Talking to an elderly relative about their dri¬ 
ving is a difficult conversation to have. 

“Driving is associated with independence, 
so giving up the car keys can be a very 


stressful process. This is especially true for 
drivers with dementia as they often underes¬ 
timate the impact on their driving skills. 

“Voluntary online and on-road driving 
assessments will provide an unbiased view 
and help everyone make the right decision 
at the right time. We are finding while there 
are some elderly drivers who should not be 
on the road, most get it right and as many 
as 15 per cent give up too early. 

“But with ever-increasing numbers of 
elderly drivers, this is a growing mobility and 
road safety issue that won’t go away. The 
Government needs to act now.” 

The 1AM wants action like a Government 
plan for older drivers, widespread availability 
of voluntary on-road driving assessments, 
more car manufacturers considering older 
drivers in vehicle design and road designs 
that make it easier for older drivers to keep 
driving. There are now more than four million 
drivers over 70 years old, a figure that is set 
to increase to 5.8 million in 2032.
